For she was at work for the slave before 
she had heard of his great champion; was the’ 
first to discover, and take, and circulate, the 
little sheet then beginning to be known as the 
Liberator ; invited to her house mob-hunted meet- 
ings of women; and wrought with heart, and 
hand, and voice, and presence, persevering unto 
the end, fighting the good fight, and living to 
hear at last the shout of victory echoed back by 
a race enfranchised.

BUTLER V8. BROOKS. 


We copy from the Globe the following extract 
from the reply of Gen. Butler to Mr. Brooks of 
New York in relation to military expenses at the 
South :— 

The gentleman seems to be anxious upon the 
subject of expenditure for transportation in the 
South. What, sir, are the bills run up for trans- 
portation in the South? I will tell him. One of 
the expenses in reconstruction from which we 
propose to relieve the people of the South is shown 
by the bill I hold in my hand. It is an official 
copy of a bill rendered by the chief of police of 
New Orleans to the city treasurer for services af- 
ter the murder of the members of the convention, 
which was paid :— 

‘‘CoMPTROLLER’s Orrice, City IHAtt, 
**New ORLEANS, Nov. 18, 1367. 
[Copy } 
“Orrice or tag Cater oF Potice, 
New Orveans, Aug. 10, 1866. 
“City of New Orleans to Thomas E. Adams, Dr. 

‘for cash paid for hauling forty-six loads of dead acd 
wounded from around Mechanics’ Institute to station-houses, 
at three dollars, $138.” 

That is the way the unreconstructed rebels talk 
about the dead and dying murdered Union men. 
“Forty-six loads of dead and wounded!’’ A gen- 
eral upon the battle-field counts his dead as so 
many human beings. This chief of police charges 
over his own signature as would a scavenger for 
a load of filth, tor— 

‘Forty-six loads of dead and wounded from Mechanics’ 
Institute to station-houses, at three dollars, $138. 

**Paid for carrying dead from station-houses to work-house 
yard, eight loads, three dollars, $24. 

**Paid for fifteen loads wounded from station to freedmen‘s 
hospital, four dollars, $60." 

It would seem that it was cheaper for the city 
of New Orleans to transport loads of dead than 
wounded. A dollar a load! That was the rea-

Snglish Ignorance. 

We all knew that the English were great dun- 
ces, but Mr. Lowe, the notorious Adullamite 
member of Parliament, has given some particu- 
lars of their ignorance which are sufticiently 
amusing: He says:—

up by Lord Castlereagh, at the Congress of Vi- 
enna, to the Duteh, because he could not find it on 
the map, and was ashamed to confess his igno- 
rance. (Great laughter.) I remember hearing a 
very eminent member of the House of Commons 
—I will not venture to mention his name—who 
made a speech in which it was quite manifest to 
me that he thought Upper Canada was the prov- 
ince nearest the mouth of the St. Lawrence, and 
that Lower Canada was the province higher up 
the river. (A laugh.) Well, gentlemen, we are 
going to make an expedition to Abyssinia. The 
whole thing turns upon the nature of thé country. 
What do we know about it? There is a great 
deal to be known about it. Many persons have 
visited it, and written upon it; but what are we 
taught about it? It is as much as a man can do 
to find where Abyssinia is on the map, let alone 
the finding out of a single town init. I have 
amused myself with trying to ascertain what peo- 
ple knew on the subject, and I have hardly found 
any one who could point out Gondar, the capital 
of the country, on the map. Yetitis surely as 
important to know the place where our operations 
will soon be directed as it is to know that Hali- 
carnassus was the capital of Caria, or that there 
were twenty-three cities of the Volscians in the 
Campagna of Rome. I will give you one more 
instance, and it is from the Bible, in regard to 
which you might have supposed better things. 
You are all aware that in the last session of Par- 
liament Mr. Bright very facetiouly denominated 
certain gentlemen by a name derived from a cave. 
(Laughter.) Well, I assure you, gentlemen, there 
is not one person I met in twenty—and I speak of 
people of education—who knew anything about 
the cave of Adullam—(loud laughter and cheers) 
—and I was under the melancholy and degrading 
necessity uf explaining to them what it meant, 
and thus pointing the arrow that was aimed at 
my own breast. (Great laughter.) 

Mr. Lowe then gave a negative catalogue of 
what an educated Englishman might be in total 
ignorance of:— 

He probably will know nothing whatever of 
the anatomy of his own body; he will not have 
the slightest idea of the difference between his 
veins and his arteries, or whether the spleen is 
on the right side or the left.. He will have no 
education in the simplest truths of physics; he 
will not be able to explain the barometer or the 
thermometer; he will know nothing of the sim- 
plest laws of animal or vegetable life; he may 
know nothing whatever of arithmetic; and that 
defect sticks to him all through life. He writes 
an execrable hand; for, perhaps, the most impor- 
tant accomplishment a man can have is totally 
neglected. He may be very deficient in spelling. 
I know a most eminent man who took a first-class 
honor at Oxford, and one of the things bywhich 
he got it was an English essay, in which there 
were forty-six words inisspelt. (Laughter.) He

Clerical Marriages in England. 
The Londen correspondent of a contemporary 
| (with whom we are on such intimate terms in the 
| way of borrowing and lending that we never 
mention each other’s names) makes some inter- 
esting statements about clerical marriages in 
England. He says:— 

The popular clergyman in England seems al- 
most always to have peculiar relations with wo- 
men. When his biography appears, you find him 
writing and acting on the subject of matrimony 
with a mixture ut worldly wisdom and spiritual 
unction quite nauseating to the world. We do 
not understand it. The phraseology, the meth- 
ods, the result, are all so unlike what we see in 
laical society,—we who are not ef the ‘‘garden 
walled around,’’—that we are apt to hastily de- 
scribe the talk as cant, and to vow the reverend 
deceased was much of a humbug. I remember 
when the biography of a respectable minister, 
the Rev. John Angell James of Birmingham, a 
man idolized by immense numbers of good peo- 
ple, was published, the world was surprised by 
an account by himself of the advantages of mar- 
rying a rich wife, and by a narrative as to how 
he went down on his knees to ask divine guidance 
to aid him in choosing between three or four 
suitable persons, and how, when he rose, he “felt 
himself directed” to the one Who had the most 
cash. Now, Mr. James was unquestionably a 
good man, but we are slow to understand all this, 
and should be sorry to imitate it. This week we 
have a picture of the kind which is, I think, ex- 
ceptionally opposed to our ideas in such matters. 

Two dissenting ministers have combined to 
publish a volume under the title of ‘‘The Life 
and Labors of the late John Campbell, D. D.,” 
a divine who was well known in America. I am 
sure his friends there will regret to find this big 
memoir more like a caricature than a portrait by 
friends. When seventy years of age Dr. Camp- 
bell married a second time, and the lady is ex- 
alted in the book to the almost superhuman ex- 
cellence of her husband. A profound respect is 
paid to her large property, her ‘‘lordly mansion,’’ 
and to the mode in which the marriage contribu- 
ted to “the temporal advancement”’ of his tamily. 
And in this connection we have a letter written by 
the venerable lover to the object of his affections, 
shortly before their union. It begins, ‘‘My dear 
darling Emma,” and proceeds to tell some particu- 
lars of the ‘‘second Mrs. Jay,” the wite of a popular 
preacher at Bath. He (Dr. Campbell) saw that 
lady once when she was a little over fifty. She 
was united for seven years with Mr. Jay, “but,” 
adds the doctor, with a motive too plain to be 
called ingenuous, ‘‘a union of seven years with 
such a man was worth more than twenty-one 
years with the bulk of men.” Warming as he 
further contemplates his own extraordinary at- 
tractions, he goes on to say, “1 shall now lay 
aside the lance and the spear, and give myself to 
promote the happiness of Emma.”’ He then 
quotes the case of a friend who, after being ten 
years a widower, married a widow who was the 
joy of his life and the light of his dwelling for 
eight years.” ‘‘Thus,’’ Dr. Campbell proceeds, 
“darling Emma will see that she is not alone, but 
ranks with a distinguished class of ladies who 
counted it an honor to minister to the comfort of 
the latter years of great and good men.’’ And 
there are two biographers in the world who think 
the publication of this outburst of vanity—rare 
even in a species of composition proverbially ab- 
surd—an act of regard to their hero! But an- 
other paragraph is so unique that I should like to 
give it and not to attempt to describe it. “My 
dearest Emma will know,’’ wrote her aged ad- 
mirer, ‘how to use all these facts with the gos- 
sips and busy-bodies who prate of years to her, 
and would rather see her wedded toa green fool 
than to a ripe philosopher. She is only doing 
what a multitude of ladies of the first respecta- 
bility and the highest excellence have dong, are 
doing now, and will continue to do, to the did of 
time. ‘Thousands would have been proud to be 
called Mrs. Jay, and a noble band would not 
blush to be called Mrs, Dr. —— [Campbell.]” 
Had this seen the light in a profane book of fic- 
tion, the church would have said it was an inde- 
cent exaggeration of what was possible among 
sane and reputable folk.

The Liaw of Impeachment. 

Judge George W. Woodward of Pennsylvania, 
though a copperhead from conviction, has never 
been underrated as an able and conscientious 
lawyer. It was he who pronounced greenbacks 
unconstitutional, and throughout the late war de- 
nied the power of the general government to co- 
erce a state. Defeated forthe chief-justiceship of 
his State, he was elected to Congress last October 
in a Democratic district to succeed Charles Den- 
ison, deceased. On Friday, in the House, he 
troubled his Democratic associates by proclaiming, 
what he held back at their request till after the 
question of impeachment was decided, that the 
law of Gov. Boutwell in his majority report was 
sound and unanswerable. While denying that Mr. 
Johnson is opnoxious to the charges made against 
him in that report, he admits that the legal argu- 
ments are wholly correct. He regards impeach- 
ment as not limited to offences of which the laws 
of the United States take cognizance, and that 
the President aud other officers are removable for 
causes which are not noticed in any statute-book, 
and, substantially, that the charges alleged by 
the committee are sufficient, if proven, to justify 
the judicial action of Congress. In coming to 
this conclusion, Mr. Woodward has allowed his 
character as a lawyer and a statesman to prevail 
over his prejudices as a Democrat. It is the one 
to which a mind considering the question from 
the stand-point of abstract policy, without refer- 
ence to its bearing on any particular case, cannot 
help arriving.

Intelligent Suffrage. 
One of the propositions before the Virginia State 
Convention, now in session, is that there shall be 
a reading and writing qualification for voters after 
1870. There is a similar provision in the consti- 
tution of Massachusetts which was adopted in 1856, 
but it is very questionable if it is ever enforced ac- 
cording to its meaning. Certainly very little at- 
tention could have been paid to its observance in 
some of the wards of this city recently, where 
Shurtleff votes were rushed in, on the “vote 
often’”’ principle, at the rate of seven per minute, 
for two hours steadily—a fact never before 
equalled. If this provision—which many people 
regard as anti-republican, because it would dis- 
franchise a large portion of the Irish vote 
which is the mainstay of the Democracy of the 
country—should be adopted in Virginia, it would 
most assuredly be very strictly enforced against 
the colored voters, whose ‘‘terrible ignorance”’ is 
such a stumbling-block and rock of offence to the 
same party at the North. If the reading and

Here are some 210 poems of 
compliment, and 324 of courtship, most industri- 
ously and accurately collated, their authors’ names 
very generally given, the accuracy of the render- 
ing guaranteed, and the punctuation and entitling 
faithfully performed, making the volume not only 
a eomplete reference-book for the poetry of the 
English language in these departments of senti- 
ment, but a standard authority for the complete- 
ness and accuracy of the text. There is a mine 
of literary wealth in this volume seldom equalled. 
The publishers, Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, have 
presented it in their usual faultless style. 








The first volume of the Journal of Speculative 
Philosophy is now before the public, the fourth 
number having just been issued. At the begin- 
ning of this enterprize we directed the attention 
of our readers to it. Indeed, we had already 
long before commented upon the intellectual ac- 
tivity of the Philosophical Society of St. Louis, 
by the members of which it is published. It 
has now been in existence long enough to show 
its reason for existing, and to gain an assured po- 
sition amongst the philosophical literature of the 
times. 

All competent critics who have noticed this 
Journal at all have recognized its ability and the 
good faith with which it addresses itself to the 
questions of metaphysics and criticism. iut 
there have been certain objections made to it 
which we may as weil consider for a moment. 

It is complained that it deals too much in trans- 
lations, and does not mark out for itself an inde- 
pendent course in philosophy; not criticizing 
with sufficient plainness the opinions that are set 
forth in the German and French writers translated. 
It is also complained that it is too much devo- 
ted to the Hegelian philosophy, whieh we are as- 
sured by certain writers is not only dead but 
damned, and yet, with singular inconsistency, 
they insist on heaping new curses upon it. 

It is true that many of the articles in the Jour- 
nal have been translated either from German or 
French.

at the bottom of such remarks as these :— 

Miss Stebbins’s statue of Columbus might as 
well answer for President Johnson considering 
the purchase of Russian America as for the great 
navigator. Itrepresents a sturdy figure, in the 
old Genoese dress, with a cross embroidered on 
the breast of the doublet; the gaze is abstracted, 
the brow profound, but there is an absence of 
that force of expression which could redeem the 
statue from the charge of heaviness and excuse 
the fact of its having been made. Sculpture 
ought to be sentiment transferred; not mere fig- 
ure chiseling and marble polish, but radiant, per- 
meated with expression. ‘The Palmer medal- 
lions—any one of them is worth centuries of 
snch soulless work as the “‘Columbus.’’ Not but 
that the design and attitude of the strong figure 
is good, the symbols on the pedestal appropriate, 
and the carving sufficiently creditable. It is a 
statue of which the idea was grand, but beyond 
the reach of the artist. It was too much for the 
woman who undertook it.

The Sen- 
ate threw the votes nearly that we suggested last 
week for a presiding officer—Mr. Bowerman got 
his 16 prohibitionists, Mr. Brastow his 7 middle 
men, while Mr. Schouler, whom we counted on 
as receiving about fifteen votes, found 9 of his 
Democratic friends voting for Mr. Gaston of Nor- 
folk. Four other ballots were taken, the prohi- 
bitionists holding out well till it was evident 
either a license-law Democrat or Republican 
must be elected, when they generally voted for 
Mr. Brastow in preference to Mr. Gaston.

‘The House members had preliminary caucuses, 
the ‘liberal’ members meeting both Monday 
and Tuesday evenings, but their effort to control 
the election of the officers did not succeed. The 
majority of Republican license-men would not ig- 
nore their party, and the ‘‘liberal” men participa- 
ting in the two caucuses were mainly Democrats. 
They finally voted to make no nominations. 
The Republicans put up Harvey Jewell of Bos- 
ton, for Speaker, and William S. Robinson of 
Malden, for Clerk, and, in the election, Mr. Jewell 
got 151 votes, to Charles R. Train’s 43, and 
James A. Fox’s 20, and 2 scattering—the whole 
number being 216,’ with 109 for a choice. For 
Clerk 234 votes were cast, 118 necessary for a 
choice, of which Mr. Robinson got 152, (showing 
that the Republicans stood faithfully by both 
their candidates,) to 81 for Henry A. Marsh of 
Amherst, the old K. N. and the current P. L. L. 
nominee, and 1 for Wm. A. Crafts of Roxbury. 
This was a handsome success for the indomitable 
**Warrington,’”’ who at one time not only bad the 
bummers of the P. L. L. organization down 
upon him, but some other parties of high and low 
degree in official station, who ‘were incensed at 
the freedom of his strictures. 

Mr. Sergeant-at-Arms Morrissey succeeded in 
being elected in both branches against the com- 
bined opposition of half-a-dozen competitors.
